MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1943 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Ogmore  and  Garw  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Llewellyn  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  report  upon  the 
vital  statistics  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Ogmore  and 
Garw  Urban  District  for  the  year  1943. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health  the  report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  of  those  for  previous 
war  years  and  the  information  is  mainly  statistical.  The  birth-rate 
is  20.6  and  the  general  death-rate  is  11.5  per  1000  of  the  total 
population.  The  infantile  death-rate  is  53  per  1000  live  births  ; 
the  still-birth  rate  is  45  per  1000  total  births  ; the  maternal  death- 
rate  is  5.8  per  1000  total  births. 

It  is  not  apparently  permissible  at  the  present  time  to  publish 
statistics  relative  to  overcrowding  in  the  area,  but  the  Council 
are  well  aware  of  the  conditions  which  exist  amongst  a number  of 
families.  It  is  the  intention  to  relieve  these  conditions  as  soon 
as  may  be  practicable  but  attention  must  also  be  directed  to  the 
number  of  families  living  in  dwellings  devoid  of  amenities  and  in 
circumstances  detrimental  to  their  health. 
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Amongst  their  proposals  for  post-war  reconstruction  ^ 
Council  have  included  the  erection  of  76  houses  in  the  first  year’s 
programme,  but  if  it  is  the  intention  to  improve  the  home  con- 
ditions of  those  families  living  in  squalor  it  will  be  necessary  to 
plan  a more  ambitious  housing  programme  for  subsequent  years, 
when  regard  will  also  have  to  be  given  to  the  re-housing  of  families 
from  properties  affected  by  ground  subsidence. 

Other  matters  for  comment  are  the  continued  prevalence  of 
scabies  in  the  district  and  the  verminous  condition  of  the  heads  of 
many  young  women  and  girls  found  on  admission  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  Both  conditions  show  the  need  for  continued  instruction 
in  methods  of  personal  hygiene. 

On  the  whole  during  1943  the  district  has  been  free  from  any 
major  epidemic  and  the  general  health  of  the  population  has 
remained  good. 

In  conclusion  I would  bring  to  your  notice  the  continued 
excellent  work  performed  throughout  the  year  by  the  staff  of  the 
department.

There  were  no  additions  to  the  number  of  clinics  and  infant 
welfare  centres  in  the  area.  The  attendances  of  mothers  and 
children  at  the  clinics#  infant  welfare  centres  and  ultra-violet  ray 
therapy  clinics  continue  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  three  war-time  nurseries  established  in  the  district  continue 
to  perform  a useful  service  in  caring  for  the  children  of  women  in 
employment,  or  evacuated  to  the  district  from  other  areas. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

211  patients,  amongst  whom  3 deaths  occured,  were  admitted 
to  Blackmill  Isolation  Hospital  during  1943 ; two  of  the  three 
deaths  were  attributed  to  tuberculous  meningitis.

Ground  movement  at  Wyndham,  Ogmore  Vale  and  at  Braichy- 
cymmer,  Pontycymmer  caused  considerable  distuibance  of  sewers 
and  water  mains.

IV. — Housing. 

No  new  houses  were  erected  in  the  district  during  1943  either 
by  the  Local  Authority  or  by  private  enterprise  : all  the  210  houses 
owned  by  the  District  Council  were  occupied  on  3lst  December. 

Difficulty  in  obtaining  adequate  supplies  of  building  material 
continued  to  cause  delay  in  the  execution  of  house  repair  works. 

Numerous  cases  of  families  living  under  conditions  of  over- 
crowding were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  during  the  year 
but  it  was  found  impossible  to  take  any  effective  steps  to  remedy 
matters  under  present  circumstances. 

The  effect  of  ground  subsidence  in  the  Braichycymmer  area  of 
Pontycymmer  continue  and  a number  of  further  houses  in  that  area 
are  rapidly  becoming  unhabitable  : the  position  is  serious  and  will 
call  for  early  action  when  conditions  permit.

V Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Routine  inspections  of  farms  and  dairies  were  carried  out 
during  the  year  and  samples  of  milk  were  sent  to  the  Cardiff  and 
County  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  regular  intervals  for  bacter- 
iological examination. 
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Milk  sampling  under  the  National  Milk  Testing  and  Advisor^ 
Scheme  was  also  undertaken  by  the  Dairy  Bacteriologists.  The 
premises  licensed  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  were 
regularly  inspected  and  supervised. 

MEAT. 

The  work  of  meat  inspection  is  greatly  facilitated  by  the 
centralisation  of  slaughtering  in  two  of  the  district  slaughter-houses, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  will  be  no  reversion  to  the  system 
of  a number  of  small  privately  owned  slaughter-houses  in  the 
post-war  period.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


The  work  of  diphtheria  immunisation  was  continued  in  the 
district  during  1943.  In  consequence  of  the  intensive  campaign  in 
the  preceding  year  the  majority  of  children  of  school  age  have 
already  been  immunised  and  during  1943  immunisation  was  prac- 
tically confined  to  school  entrants  and  to  children  of  pre-school  age 
The  antigen  used  was  alum-precipitated  toxoid,  supplied  free  of 
charge  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health.  The  antigen  was  given  in 
two  injections,  of  which  the  first  was  0.2  c.c.  and  the  second  0.5  c.c. 
with  one  month’s  interval  between  injections.  The  following  tables 
show  the  number  of  children  immunised  in  1943  and  the  estimated 
percentage  of  the  child  population  immunised: —

SCABIES. 

There  was  a continued  prevalance  of  scabies  in  the  district 
during  the  year.  608  cases  were  treated  at  the  scabies  depot  which 
has  been  established  in  the  Gas  Cleansing  Section  of  the  Ponty- 
cymmer  Fixed  First  Aid  Post ; 68  of  these  cases  were  re- infected 
and  had  to  return  for  a further  course  of  treatment. 

Treatment  is  carried  out  by  the  trained  nurse  attached  to  the 
post  and  she  is  assisted  by  male  and  female  auxiliary  nurses  paid  on 
a sessional  basis.  The  treatment  comprises  the  application  of 
benzyl  benzoate  emulsion  on  two  successive  days  following  a 
cleansing  bath. 

Informal  notification  of  cases  is  made  by  local  medical 
practitioners  and  notifications  in  respect  of  school  children  are  made 
by  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

Home  contacts  are  visited  by  the  sanitary  inspectors,  who 
direct  other  members  of  the  family  with  suspicious  symptoms  to  the 
centre  for  diagnosis  and  treatment. 

LOUSE  INFESTATION. 

An  endeavour  has  been  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  to 
ascertain  the  extent  to  which  head  louse  infestation  is  prevalent 
amongst  children  under  school  age  with  a view  to  combating 
this  evil. 

It  cannot  be  pretended  that  their  approaches  have  met  with 
any  degree  of  success  and  in  fact  in  some  instances  resentment  has 
been  expressed  by  the  mother  at  the  suggestion  that  the  children’s 
heads  are  louse-infested.  Every  effort  has  been  made  by  the 
Health  Visitors  to  overcome  hostility  and  it  is  possible  that  their 
work  in  this  direction  will  prove  more  successful  in  future. 

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  heads  of  children  in  attend- 
ance at  the  Wartime  Nurseries,  where  it  has  been  found  that 
infestation  with  head  lice  is  most  likely  to  occur  where  other 
children  from  the  same  home  are  in  attendance  at  school.  The 
fact  that  head-louse  infestation  is  prevalent  in  the  area  is  shown 
by  the  results  of  examination  of  the  heads  of  93  patients  admitted 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital :

Amongst  the  females  were  a number  between  15  and  18  years 
of  age,  and  it  is  surprising  to  note  the  lousy  condition  of  the  heads 
of  these  young  girls,  which  is  largely  attributable  to  the  present- 
day  styles  of  hairdressing  which  do  not  lend  themselves  to  daily 
brushing  and  combing  and  regular  weekly  washing  of  the  hair.
